On motion of Mr. Lamprey, of Laconia, it was voted to authorize the 
County Commissioners to purchase a tract of land containing ten acres 
adjoining land belonging to the County farm, fora sum not to exceed 
$1,750.00. On motion of Mr. Sanborn, of Meredith, voted to adjourn.

Gentlemen :—The healthy location of the Farm, together with the 
perfect arrangement of the house in way of ventilation, drainage, etc., 
have not only added to the pleasure, comfort, and convenience of all 
the occupants, but also limited the amount of sickness so that during 
my term of service there has been comparatively little serious illness. 
There has been the usual visitation of throat and lung troubles during 
the winter and spring, but very few fatal or even.dangerous cases.
